Washington, D. C., May 30.— The 


United States supreme court yesterday 
declared that American Tobacco com- 
pany, commonly called the tobacco 
trust', is an unlawful combination in 
restraint of trade and an attempt to 
monopolise the manufacture and sale 
•of tobacco. 


Applying the "rule of reason" laid 


down in the decision of the Standard 
Oil case two weeks ago. the court 
stamped the tobacco trust as a. gross 
example of offense against the Sher- 
man anti-trust law and ordered its dis- 
solution within the next six months. 


The lower court is given broad pow- 


ers of enforcing this dissolution. The 
combination is enjoined from extend- 
ing its operations in any way. 
The 


lower court is empowered to extend 
the, six months period to eight months 
if It Is found impossible to readjust 
' the concern's affairs to the decree in 
that time. 
But the court is to en- 


force the dissolution within the ulti- 
mate limit by enjoining the transpor- 
tation of tobacco or by taking the ex- 
traordinary course of appointing a re- 
ceiver for the trust. 


Opens Way to Criminal Cases. 


One of the most sensational results 


of the decision is the fact that it open? 
the way to a criminal prosecution ot 
men who conceived and carried out the 
vast plan to gain absolute control of 
the tobacco business, not only in thic 
country but abroad. 


There are twenty-nine of these de- 


fendants against whom the lower court 
dismissed the proceedings. 
The su- 


preme court hold.s they were as much 
parties to the combine as the American 
Tobacco company and orders them re 
Included In the proceedings.

Used as Evidence. 


In the larger cities where weather 


records have been kept by the weather 
bureau for a number of years,

It has been 
decided by the supreme court of the 
United States (Evansion vs. Gunn, Oc- 
tober, 1S7S) that the records kept by a 
person employed in the United States 
weather bureau whohe public duty.it is 
to record truly the facts stated therein 
is competent evidence of such facts. 
It is provided by section 882,' Revised 
Statutes of the United States, 1878, 
that "copies of any 
books, records, 


papers or documents In any of .the ex- 
ecutive departments, authenticated un- 
der the seals of such departments, re- 
spectively, shall be admitted in evl- 
rtence equally with tne originals there- 
of."

reau are- custodians of the records, and

EVEN SEED IS ADULTERATED. 


(Washington Evening Star.) 


Following the instructions of con- 


gress in the agricultural appropriation 
bill, the secretary of agriculture this 
year continued the purchase of seed In 
the open, market to determine whether 
and how much adulteration was prac- 
ticed by seed dealers. These samples 
were analyzed and tne names of the 
pffendlng seedmen have been published. 


The leaflet with the names, of the 


dealers from whom adulterated sam- 
ples were purchased showg that when 
a dealer has once been published it is 
seldom that he Is again caught In the 
list. When the department has been 
analyzing a certain line of seed the 
adulteration in this also stops. In new 
lines of .seed, however, there tre more 
offenders caught. 


Some of the samples analyzed this 


year showed the merest trace of seed, 
'he general showing was better, how- 
ver, than In5prevlous years. 
There were 1,214 samples of seed 


mrchased, some of them in bulk and 
lome by mall order.

This calls a,U<-n'.i"n in the fact that there 
are several breeds of locusts infecting different localities 
and appearing at different times.

• "1 will not now'say what in my 
opinion should ;be the form of the de- 
cree, nor speculate as to what the de- 
tails ought to be. It will be time 
enough to speak on that subject when, 
we have the decree before us. I will, 
however, say now that in my opinion 
the decree below should be affirmed as

interstate trade tnat was due or un- 
due, or the. word reasonable or unrea- 
sonable, there was not the slightest 
necessity to enter upon an argument 
to show'that the act of congress was 
to read.as If it contained, the word 'un- 
reasonable' or 'undue.' 
All that the 


court says on the subject is, I submit, 
obiter, dicta, pure ana simple. 


"These views are fully discussed In 


the opinion delivered by me in the 
Standard Oil case, and I will not re- 
peat what is therein stated, but sim- 
ply refer to that opinion as containing 
a full statement of my views of this 
particular question. 


"For the reasons stated. I concur in 


part with the court's opinion and dis- 
sent in part"
